Heat compounds Syrian 
children's woes: UNICEF 


GENEVA (AFP) - Soaring summer temperatures coupled 
with overcrowding, dwindling access to safe water and 
worsening hygiene are adding to the threats facing 
some four million children affected by the Syrian con¬ 
flict, the United Nations said Friday. The situation is al¬ 
ready dire inside Syria, where more than 4.25 million 
Syrians have been displaced and where safe water is 
three times harder to find than before the conflict 
erupted in March 2011, she said. It was also adding to 
the perils facing more than 1.6 million Syrian refugees, 
more than 800,000 of them children, often crammed into 
overcrowded camps in surrounding countries. The 
Domiz refugee camp in Iraq is for instance already host¬ 
ing double the 25,000 people it was built to hold, while 
Jordan's Zaatari camp has swelled to become the 
world's second biggest camp, holding at least 120,000 
people. They pointed out that some 1,200 cases of diar¬ 
rhoea had been reported in Homs linked to an influx 
from Syria's former rebel stronghold Gusayr, after Pres¬ 
ident Bashar al-Assad's forces launched regained con¬ 
trol of the strategic town on the border with Lebanon 
earlier tiiis month. They also said there had been an in¬ 
crease in diarrhoea cases in the Domiz refugee camp in 
Iraq, and while this was not yet a cause for alarm "if is 
something we are watching very, very closely." UNICEF 
was also keeping an eye on rising cases of acute respi¬ 
ratory illnesses and has been running a measles vacci¬ 
nation campaign in Syria that has so far more than one 
million children, she said.

Prior to Apple's entry, the 
publishers — all of whom have 
settled in the case -- would 
c ompl am a& out Am az ou' s 
$9.99 price at private dinners 
in fancy Hew York restau¬ 
rants, but each feared talcing 
on the Internet giant alone. 

Apple and the publishers 
agreed an contracts that let 
publishers set the price of 
most bestsellers at $12.99 or 
$14.99, but Apple won a pro¬ 
vision that allowed it to match 
the prices of Amazon or any 
other retailer. 

As Apple was finalizing its 
deals, publishers successfully 
pressured Amazon tD accept 
the agency model and higher 
prices. Several publishers 
threatened to withhold e-

RIO DE JANEIRO (AFP) - 
World football's governing 
body FIFA said Friday that it 
has no plans to scrap the Con¬

Mass demonstrations, winch 
have sometimes turned violent, 
are taking place as Brazil is 
hosting teams from around the 
world for the Confederations 
Cup, a dry run for next year's 
World Cup being held in six 
host a ties. 

Many Brazilians are angry 
that bills for preparing the 
World Cup and die 2Old Sum¬ 
mer Olympics are running to 
billions of dollars while many 
say they are not benefiting in a 
country racing to overhaul 
creaking infrastructure 

Hie mass protests initially 
began last week in Rio and Sao 
Paula over rises in public trans¬ 
port fares 

But Thursday saw an esti¬ 
mated 1.2 million people in 
more than 100 cities march 
against public corruption, poor 
health and education services, 
as well as high taxes aid die 
big spending on projects such 
as World Cup stadiums. 

"Three of these stadiums .. 
are simply white elephants, just 
pointless, “ demonstrator 

Matheus told AFP during a 
protest by some 20,000 people 
m file central city of'Belo Hor¬ 


izonte 

Despite calls by FIFA presi¬ 
dent Sepp Blatter not to use 
football to channel their anger, 
more and more people have an¬ 
swered calls from social media

President Dilma Rousseff 
called an emergency meeting 
of her top cabinet members Fri¬ 
day as the protests swelled in 
size with more panned across 
die weekend, and also canceled 
a trip to Japan scheduled for 
next week. 

Security forces fought to 
maintain order Thursday as 
some demonstrations saw loot¬ 
ing break out, while some 
marchers attacked the foreign 
ministry building in Brasilia 
and file town hall in the south¬ 
ern city of Porto Alegre. 

Police fired tear gas, pepper 
spray and rubber bullets to dis¬ 
perse 'crowds. 

Rio saw die biggest demon¬ 
stration on Thursday, when 
some 3D0.0Q0 people tried to 
march on the Maracana sta¬ 
dium ahead of a match be¬ 
tween Spain and Tahiti and one 
protester was killed in Sao 
Paulo when he was fit by a car 

"Tins is not just about trans¬ 
port fares It is about corrup¬ 
tion, education, health Why 
can't FIFA do something to 
help where we need help," 
shouted Fernanda, a 17-year- 
old student who marched in 
Belo Horizonte.

USA Today, however, re¬ 
ported that a court clerk said 
no arrest warrant had been is¬ 
sued for Hernandez, but ESPN 
reported that police said it was 
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only a matter of' time before 
the move would be made. 

Police had already met twice 
with Hernandez, whose $1.7 
million mansion home is about 
a mile from where Lloyd's 
body was discovered on Mon¬ 
day night. 

AxBC, citing police sources, 
reported that a video security 
system ait the home of Hernan¬ 
dez had been deliberately de¬ 
stroyed and that the portable 
phone a lawyer for Hernandez 
gave to police had been 
smashed into pieces. 

Tire report also said police 
wanted to know why house 


cleaners were hired to scrub 
down Hernandez's home on 
Monday. 

Law-enforcement sources 
told the Fez station and ABC 
that Hernandez, 23, and Lloyd, 
27, had been seen at several 
nightclubs last weekend 

Fox reported that Hernan¬ 
dez's neighbors heal'd gunshots
